Factors that May Stand 


in the Wa> of the Ir- 


rigation Question 


Resident 
Hydrographer Taylor is 


one of the buaieat men in Reno. He 
was deeply engrossed In work when 
The Journal's Interviewer called yes- 
terday. His offices In the C. A C . 
building exemplified 
.orderly confu- 


f usion. Blue prints, surveying Instru- 
ments, papers covered with Intricate 
calculations were to be found on all 
sides. This was a disorder that ex- 
isted merely on the exterior as ob- 
served by a novice, for several times 
in the course of a brief interview the 
Hydrographer needed certain data to I 
prove his point and it was always Just 
where his hand fell. 


Mr. Taylor Informed The Journal 


that the proposed canal system of the 
upper Truckee is nearly completely 
surveyed 
and shortly the 
engineer 


crews will be moved 
to the lower 


Truckee, where a determination will 
be reached as to the amount of rich 
irrigable 
land 
between 
Wadsworth 


and Pyramid and in the vicinity of 
the Carson Sink and the cost of plac- 
ing water upon it. 


In reply to the question, "Are not 


the holders of large tracts of land in 
the areas set forth by the government 
for irrigation an uncertain quantity?" 
Mr. Taylor replied: 


"Every user of water by pre-emp- 


tion along the Truckee Is in the same 
class as the landowners you inquire 
about. 
The United States govern- 


ment must have the co-operation of 
them as well as of the landowners. 
The government contemplates estab- 
lishing homes for thousands in re- 
gions near by that are at present in- 
capable of supporting life. 


"There will be water enough to Ir- 


rigate all these present arid regions 
and still leave enough for use by the 
Truckee Meadows irrlgatora, but there 
will be not enough if the government 
takes merely the unclaimed water, for 
many of the ditch companies and pri- 
vate ditch owners claim and have re- 
corded ten times the amount of water 
that they are capable of using or that 
their ditches will carry. 


"Of course the government has the 


right of eminent domain to fall back 
upon and could condemn some of these 
water rights, but I do not think that 
this will be necessary. 
Any water 


claimant or land owner that stands 
in the way of the projected work Is a 
rara avis, or will be when he fully 
understands what Uncle Sam contem- 
plates for the betterment of this com- 
munity and all its inhabitants."

THE SHIPPING SUBSIDY BILL 


S 


UCH conjecture has been indulged as to what the 


House of Representatives will do at the ne%t ses- 


sion of Congress with the Hanna-Frye shipping subsidy 
bill. This delectable scheme, it will be remembered, pass- 
ed the Senate at its last session by an exclusively Re- 
publican vote. 
Six Republicans and all the Democrats 


in that body voted against it Every effort to hold the 
amount of the subsidy down to something like an endu- 
rable figure was defeated by Republican votes, as was 
the Vest amendment extending the provisions of the 
Inter-States commerce law to the ships receiving the 
subsidy, and the Patterson amendment prohibiting the 
employment of Chinese on such ships, 


As Is well known the bill, while ostensibly fair in its 


application to all vessels of more than one thousand tons 
register, in reality gives a very great advantage to the 
larger and faster ships. 


This makes it almost certain that a 
few wealthy 


steamship companies would absorb nearly all of the sub- 
sidy. Even while that measure was pending in the Sen- 
ate rumors were afloat of the prospecting formation of a 
hugs shipping trust, but that fact in no way checked the 
bill on its passage. 
It was, however, tied up in 
the 


House, and it was* common talk in and about the capitol 
that this was because many of the members feared to 
face their constituents upon the question during the cam- 
paign then about to open; but that if the Republican 
party hold its grip on the government, the bill would be 
rushed through the House at the coming session. 


Since then the great shipping combination has been 


formed—a trust—with an aggregate capital stock of one 
hundred and twenty million dollars, a bond issue of fifty 
million dollars being also provided for. 
The combina- 


tion includes the American line, Atlantic Transport line. 
White Star line, Red Star line, Leyland line and Domi- 
nion line. 
Mr 
Clement A. Griscom, now president of 


the American line, is named as president of the new com- 
pany. 
Mr. Griscom has been one *>f the most earnest 


and persistent advocates of an American subsidy. 


Obviously the purpose of this great trust Is to control 


the ocean carrying trade of the world, and just as clear 
Is it that owners of single ships would never be able to 
compete with such a combination. Therefore, the great 
bulk of the subsidy would necessarily go to the owners 
of such American ships as were a part of the trust, and 
this would, of necessity, strengthen and enrich the trust. 
Whether these considerations will carry much weight with 
the Republican members of the House remains to be seen. 


Incidentally it may be remarked that in the Senate, 


amendment intended to exclude all trusts and shipping 
combinations from sharing in the subsidy were also re- 
ligiously voted down by the Republican membership of 
that body. Hence, there Is much pardonable curiosity at 
this time as to the probable action of the House.

THE MOLINEUX CASE 


T 


HE acquittal of Roland B. Molineux marks the close 


of a most extraordinary and sensational crim- 


inal case. The defendant, a teacher of athletics in one 
of the New York clubs, was charged with murdering a 
Mrs. Adams by poison. The theory of the prosecution 
was that the poison was intended for one Cornish with 
whom Molineux was not upon good terms as the result 
of come little difficulty at the club. 
The poison was 


cyanide of mercury contained in a bottle of bromo- 
•eltzer, which had been sent to Cornish through the mail, 
Mrs. Adams taking it by mistake. 


The case against Molineux rested mainly upon the 


testimony of handwriting experts, who gave it as their 
opinion that the address upon the poison package had 
been written by Molineux in a disguised hand. 
There 


were some other circumstances pointing toward Molineox 
as the sender of the poison, but they were remote, and 
by themselves amounted to but little as evidence. The 
case was vigorously pressed by the prosecution and at the 
first trial some four years ago Molineux was convicted 
and sentenced to death. 


An appeal was taken and a strong effort was made 


to procure a new trial upon the ground that the opinions 
of handwriting experts is not competent testimony In 
•uch cases. The Court of Appeals declined to take this 
view, but it held that other writings claimed to be those 
of Molineux, not connected with the case, were improper- 
ly admitted in evidence for the purpose of comparison. 
The case was reversed, and upon the second trial which 
has Just been closed, it took the jury just twenty-five 
minutes after the case was submitted to find a verdict 
of not guilty. 


The case has atracted world-wide attention because 


of the extent to which the expert testimony as to Molin- 
eux's handwriting figured. ' Among lawyers there have 
always been grave doubts as to whether any man should 
be deprived of life or liberty on the basis of such testi- 
mony, in which mistakes may be so easily made. 
No 


man always writes the same, no two write exactly alike, 
but there is frequently so much similarity that the keen- 
est expert may easily be misled. And this Is especially 
true when the writing is in a disguised hand, which Is 
generally the case when a crime is being committed. The 
distrust of such testimony has certainly not been weaken- 
ed by the Molineux case.

His 
intolerably long hour* during the week deprive him of any 
fair opportunity to refresh himself with recreation or to 
build up his exhausted energies or to study to nt him- 
self for other kinds of work. On Sunday he has not even 
a chance to obtain the rest which he needs to renew his 
vitality. For all that he gets out of life he might as well 
be a machine as a human being. 


All workers have a right to a full day of rest during 


the week. All have a right to live some part of their 
lives for themselves. 
The proprietors as well as the 


clerks appreciate this. It remains for the public to do its 
part. The customer can help directly and effectively by 
arranging to make his purchases so that he need buy 
nothing at all on Sunday. 
He will then have the satis- 


faction of knowing that no overworked men and women 
are being forced t<i give Up their rightful day of rest on 
his account.
